[am an unfortunate man, | never 
committed a crime in my life, never 
even did a dishonest act. and yet Lam 
in jail accused of murder, This may 
not be astonishing. for many au inno- 
cent man bas pot only been accused of 
but has been hanged for murder, but 
what is remarkable in my case is that 
I am accused of murdering myself, 

Perhaps this isn't quite clear. If it 
isn't. it is either because the case is a 
very complicated one or | am uot in a 
fit condition of mind to make it clear. 
The only way to unravel the matter so 
that it can be understood is to tel! the 
story from the beginning. 

Twelve years ago | came to Mertford, 
a young man of twenty-five, to look for 


a job. 1 bad no funds, and, not get- 
ting a position at once, | rau in debt to 
my landlidy A month passed, aud 1 
had found nothing to do. My landlady 
told we that if | didn’t pay up by the 
next Saturday night she would have 


me arrested for a common vagrant and 
swindler, 

That same day while walking about 
looking for a job I met a man on the 
street who much like me 
that | stared at him as we passed. 
He turned and said:

What did be do but whip out a 
roll of new, crisp bills and invite me 
to belp myself. | demurred at incur- 
ring obligutions to a stranger, but be 
insisted and finally literally forced 
upon me four ten-dollar bills, saying 
that be was sure from the likeness 
betweeu us we had sprung from a 
common stock and be didn’t propose 


that auy kinsman of his should suffer 
so long as he bad plenty of money, I 
asked him for his address that | might 


return the loun after getting a posi- 
tion, He put bis hand on my sboul- 
der and said, “1 won't tell you, lest 
you rob yourself to pay me before you 
are ready.” With that be went out 
somewhat suddenly and left me very

The only thing to do was to consider

The next day a policemaw came to 
the house and produced a warrant for 
my : The charge was passing 
counterfeit money, and the ueccuser 
was a druggist of whom | had bought 
a toothbrush and from whom - had 
received change for u teu dollar bill, 

Of course the generosity of my new 
found friend was now perfectly plain 
to me 1 didn't know and don't know 
now what be expected to gain by the 
transaction unless he hoped to use me 
later, My landlady on me 
marched away by a policeman under

1 told a 
straight story, but without effect. 
Counterfeit bills had been shoved into 
circulation, and the police had been 
looking for the shover, 1 was held 


‘nt six weeks in jail 
Then I was tried. As there was no 
evidence connecting me with a ging 
of counterfeiters, 1 was acqaitted and 
released, 

But one thought absorbed me—to get 
even with the min who had played 
the trick on me that had kept me six 
weeks in a horrible cell and ruined 
me in the place where 1 had intended 
to settle. I walked the streets hoping 


for trial aud »s; 


to meet him till | was so weak from 
hunger that I couldn't walk any 
longer, then gave ft up. But all the 
while I was thinking of a plan for 


revenge. At last I concocted one that 
might cateh the counterfeiter and pun- 
ish him for something more than 
breaking the governinent money laws 

I went to a wood in the outskirts of 
the town and to a tree pinned a piece 
of paper on which I had written in a 
trembling hand that I was about to be 
murdered by a man who tad forced

papers 

I uoticed one day on looking up sud- 
denly at my employer that be was 


serutinizing me. It bad occurred to 
we before this that my giving a de- 
scription of my wurderer that would 
answer as well for me as for bin 


might lead to ,serious complicatious, 
Indeed, after seeing the description of 
the supposed murderer in the vewspa- 
per | bad become very anxious. The 
result was that when | saw my em- 
ployer looking at me as if comparing 
me with the description | turned pale, 
He looked away, and that ended the 
inatter, at least for the time. 

Several days later a mau came into 
the store where | worked, bad some 
words with my employer and then, ad- 
vancing toward me, eyed me sharply; 
then be took a printed slip from his 
pocket and referred to it, evidently 
comparing me with it. At last he took 
out a pair of bandcuffs, put them on 


my wrists and led me out of the 
store. It didn’t occur to me to pro- 
test or to ask any questions. IT kuew 


] was to be taken back to the scene of 
my former troubles to auswer to the 
charge of buving murdered myself. 

it didn't appear to me then that I 
should have any trouble in identifying 
myself. 1 resolved to say that | bad 
succeeded in getting away from the 
nin who had intended to murder me 
and had left that part of the country 
altogether, It didn't occur to me that 
such a story in the face of a charge 
of murder would appear pretty .thin 
The tirst realization of my danger that 
came to me was in talking with the 
official who was taking me back to 
Mertford, I told him the story just 
as | bave thus far told it here. And 
what was his comment? It was this 

“Young man, if you can’t make up 
a better yarn than that you'd better 
be prepared for the worst.” 

This startled me. | had deemed it 
a misfortune to be taken buck to 
Mertford on a case of mistaken iden- 
tity and to be put to the trouble of an 
explanation, but that | would be liable 
to conviction for murdering my own 
self had appeared so monstrous that it 
had not even entered my bead.

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FISCAL POLICY

IMPERIAL PREFERENCE IS DIS- 
CUSSED IN BRITAIN 


British Commons in Sympathy with 
the Policy of Preference as Advo- 
cated at the Colonial Conference— 
Appreciate the Determination of 
Canada to Build up a Powerful 
Nation. 


Loudon.—Hon. Balfour took the last 
Opportunity before the next Imperial 
culterence to raise the Question of 
imperial preference. He remarked on 
the consisiency wherewith since Can- 
wua Mmaae tue first appeal in lod, 
every Cusonial staiesmMau has pressed 
on tne motuer country one policy and 
he declared the views of these great 
statesmen, Were not merely commere- 
jal, they had in view tue idea uf cimpire 
with mucual gvod o..c.s in the matt r 
of tarits as one of its bonds. The 
leader of the opposition emphasizing 
the fact that the coion.es had develo, - 
ed into great nations and warned the 
government that tney aiso fully re- 
alized the value of tariff negotiations 
He urged the result of Canauas treai- 
ies with France, Germany and the 
United States had been a diminution 
of preferential advantages to Britain 
The government and those who sup- 
ported them seem to tuink that they 
could remain outside this network of 
treaties which was more and more ar. 
ranging the channels whereinto inter. 
national trade would go. Canada had 
fest the impossibility of the policy of 
isolation and it is quite certain the 
great colonies who had entered upon 
this course of independent fiscal ne- 
gotiations could not in force of cir- 
cumstances stop where they were. The 
process is just beginning to go on 
Yoncluding, he made a strong appeal 
that the policy of preference should 
become the policy of ail British states- 
men instead of the policy of only one 
party. 

Premier Asquith who replied imme. 
diately said he heard with great satis. 
faction that the quest.on which had 
slumbered so long would — be 
raised again. It had been sug- 
gested that the governmmect = was 
insensible and unresponsive to the 
wishes expressed of the — colon- 
ial conference of 1907. That th» con- 
ference hal passed 20 resolutions and 
on 17 the government had taken ae- 
tion, Resolutions in respect to pre- 
ference were carried against the Brit. 
ish government but the position of the 
government had not changed sinee 
that time. When it came to practical 
conerete work ng out of tie poiey of 
preference, it remained as nebulous 
and ful of inconsist-neies and absu - 
dities as seven yeors ago. Colonies 
were not going to allow British manu- 
facturers to become active competi- 
tors with their own ciao raw ma- 
terials. The premier procecded. The 
government could not consent to im- 
pose a tax which would enbance the 
cost upon either food or raw material 
and thereby handicap our productive 
power with inlustrial comp tition of 
the world. If this was done toe em- 
pire could never be kept together or 
ve what it os today. ‘the empire is 
bound not so much by material as by 
moral and socialtivs, loyal affeciion 
and sympathy. 

Rt. Hon Chaplin urged that a two 
shilling duty on foreign wheat would 
only equal one shilling on the entire 
supply which would not raise the price 
of bread the fraction of a farthing, 
He declared that what Canada had in 
effect said was we have to buy fifty 
millions pounds sterling of manufac. 
tured goods every year. If you give 
us preference we are ready to put such 
dutigs respecting these articles on all 
foreign countries os will give you con- 
trol of the market. 

MacMaster said there was a firm 
determination in Canada to build up, 
with the co-operation of Britain, a 
great powerful notion. The true pol- 
icy wes to lend all the encourag me t 
nossible to the settlement of Canada 
by giving her reasonoble preference, 

Seeley said if Britain’s r fusal to 
adopt the nolicy of preference, will 
lead, as Balfour claimed, towards di-- 
severynce rether than unification sure. 
ly signs of disseverance should begin 
to aprear but he declared exactly the 
opposite was the case, 


Big Diamond is Discovered 

New York.~A_ report has reached 
Maiden lane from Johannesburg, 
South Africa, of the finding of anoth. r 
large diamond in the Premier maine 
The vem is said to weich more than 
191 karats and is described as a pure 
white stone, absolutely flawless, and 
measur.ng two inches long by about 
three-fourths of an inch thick, It 
tapers in brealth fom one and one- 
fourths of an inch to three-fourths of 
an inch at the smallest end, and is 
valued at $150,000 uneut. The Pr mier 
mine became worl! famous in Janu- 
ary, 1905, when the Gullinan diamond 
was discovered, 

This gem, the large:t ever found, 
weighed 8,082 karats in the rough. It 
Was cut into smal'er stones and pre- 
sented to King Edward VII. by the 
Transvaal government, 

The latest large ciamond to be 
taken from the Premier mine prob- 
bly will rank also among the world’s 
famous gems. 


China Satisfied with Treaty 

Pekin.—China’s reply to the an- 
nouncement of the recently concluded 
Russo-Japanese convention was deliv. 
ered to the legations of these two eoun- 
tries recently. As has been expected, 
the Pekin government does not fail to 
point out its satisfaction at the ex- 
wressed purpose upon the part of 
Russian and Jepen to adhere to the 
terms of the Portsmouth treaty and 
over the mutual pledge for the main- 
tenance in Manchuria of the status 
auo and the principle of the open door 
for commercial developments, 


Want Better Relations with Canada 

Berlin.—The Commercial Treaty A-- 
sociation submits that the Canadian 
agreement with Italy indicates fresh 
differentintion against German trad», 
and comments that it is more urgent 
than ever for Germany to reach a 
definite teriff agreement with Canada, 
which would at least assure the most 
favorable treatment of the Canadian 
intermediate tariff. 


| SPAIN’S NEW CHURCH POLICY

Premier Announces That in Future 
There Will be no Step Backward 
in Favor of the Papacy 


Paris.—Striking and significant 
statements exp.aining the present 
great politico-religious crisis in Spain 
are made by Prem.er Canalejas, of 
Spain, in an interview published in 
Le Journal of tiis city. It is said to 
be the first definite declaration mad. 
of the Liberal policies of young King 
Alfonso’s government 

“S,ain will never again become,” 
‘exclaim. d te premer cnorgetically, 
“what it once was in h.story to its 
own misforiune and its own ruin— 
namely, the weaponel arm = of the 
enurch and the soldier of Rome, im- 
posing the faith on the e.tire planet 
vy fire and steel.” 

“We cannot consent to go backward 
thus and we are ready and resolved 
to suppress utterly, if necessary, the 
things tending to mike Spain repeat 
its course in history. Liberty for all, 
yes, but not a liberty outside the sta e 
against the state and detrimental to 
the state. That would be a diminu- 
tion of the civil power not counten- 
anced by the absolute monarchs who 


nevertheless have added g cat picty 
to the consciousness cf thar own 
rights.” 


“It is a struggle between free-think. 
ers and the papacy?” the premier was 
asked, 

“No,” he replied, “Rome and the 
prelates affirm it vainly. Toe strug- 
gle which has been impending for a 
long time, is not betwen Catholies 
and free-thinkers, or between the ad- 
herents of Catholicism and the fol- 
lowers of other rel gious or of no re- 
ligion. It is mer ly a_ struggle be- 
tween Liberals and reactionaries 
There is no a gument about the C itho- 
lie religion to whica the majority re- 
mein faithful. 

“The government over which I pre- 
side does not aim directly or indi ec’. 
ly to attack the rig'ts of the church 
which is an inviolable and eternal in- 
stitution, the existence of which does 
not depend upon the goodwill or the 
bad will of governments, but upon 
the adherence of millions of citizens 
It would be folly to attack the life of 
the church. 

“Wars of religion belong to the 
past. The mission of the governme>t 
today is to remain neutral. Let us 
leeve the confusion of ec yurch and 
state to the ancient epochs, when 
kings and emrmerors were also pon- 
tiffs and the church and state were 
one. It is intolerable, to shuse or ab- 
sorb the prerogetive of others. This 
is Spain's position to'ay.” 


Forty Million Dollars Disappears 

London —Charges thet more than 
$40,000,000 has disappeared from the 
usseis of the Pi.lsbury-Washburn 
Fiour Co., of the United States, own- 
ed mostly by English investors, were 
nade at the annual meeting by R. H 
Glyn, who presided. 

Glyn pa that the $40,000,000 
had been lost mostly in wheat gamb- 
ling and improperly issued notes. 

Another $1,845,000, he added, was 
not traceable, the notes for this sum 
not having been recorded, or else the 
records had been destroyed, 

An ad litional $900,000 had been lost 
in agents’ balances, debts uncolleet- 
ed, and bills receivab.e. 

Glyn stated that the creditors of toe 
company had already received 47 per 
cent. of their claims in cash, and the 
balance in second mortgage bonds 
After the shareholders receive 7.5 per 
eent., he sail) the balance of the 
money available will also be paid to 
the creditors, 

It was too soon, he stated, to esti- 
mate the rosult of the lease of the 
plants, but the present accounts show. 
ed that last year’s profits amounted to 
$154,000

All the farmers who can do 
so are intending to use the itriga- 
tion this fall, and the C.P.1.C, are, 
it is stated, going to keep the head 
of water on for a longer period than 
usual, so that everybody can get 
enough. 

A number of the farmers are cutt- 
ing down their fields tor green teed, 
as they calculate that owing to the 
shortage of feed they make 
nearly as much as by letting it 
mature and threshing it.

This Year’s Drought 


By Proressor ELLIOT, Demon- 
STRATION FARM, STRATHMORE 


We have nad, and are having, 
one of the most severe droughts 
that Southern Alberta has passed 
through in her history. Old timers 
and that 
have they experienced a year that 


confirm this say never 


has given so little rainfall as we 


have so tar received. We must not, 
however, think that this drought is 


a thing that is limited to Alberta, 
for in common with parts of Sask- 
atchewan, Manitoba, South Dakota, 
Colorado, Utah, Iowa, Wisconsin 
and Michigan and all of North 
Dakota, Wyoming, Kansas, Neb- 
raska and Eastern Montana, we are 
experiencing what seems to be the 
common lot 

A gentleman from Colorado told 
us here at the Demonstation Farm 
that if they save the potatoes in 
their section, they would indeed be 
fortunate, Another gentleman, 
travelling = from Saskatchewan 
through this part of Alberta and 
who had passed through — the 
English colony north-east of Strath- 
more, reports that the crops he saw 
on that colony were the first that he 
had witnessed in a journey of 600 
miles. Along the Great Northern 
in Montana trom Shelby to Havre, 
the settlers are reported as leaving 
by the hundreds. Another gentle- 
man from North Dakota told us 
very frankly that we in this section 
know nothing whatever of drought 
as it has been telt in his State, 
Certain sections in this district have 
received local showers — which, 
although small in themselves, have 
nevertheless been very beneficial to 
the crops and in many sections the 
yrain crops growing in the lower 
parts of the fields will produce very 
creditable grain and if not, 
will be cut tor a very fine quality of 
hay of considerable tonnage

There 
is no question ol a doubt but that 
fall plowing is best tor this district, 
for with spring plowing the ground 
is loose and will absorb large 
quantities of moisture, while with 
the fall plowing the gronnd is more 
compact and a lesser quantity of 
water is necessary for thorough 
irrigation. We have mentioned 
above that we must get away from 
the idea of extensive gra‘n growing 
in this section. Of course, it will 
take a number of years to get a farm 
thoroughly organised into a diversi- 
tied system

tion systems do not lend themselves 
to this method of farming. They 
are based upon the principle of 
rotation of crops and the growing 
of crops that may be irrigated at 
different times throughout the irri- 
gation season. This will have to 
be the plan that we as farmers in 
this district must follow. We must, 
as rapidly as possible, get our lands 
under a diversified system of ftarm- 
ing which will include keeping ot 
dairy stock, or cattle, hogs, poultry 
etc. Let me explain more fu) 
what [ mean by this svstet) 
Suppose we are keeping a dairy 
herd with hogs as an adjunct and 
also the necessary quota of horses 
for the handling of our land, Under 
the diversified method of agriculture 
we ought first to irrigate our pas- 
ture By that time our alfalta will 
need irrigation, afier this our grain 
will be sufficiently grown to be 
irrigated, then will come our roots, 
then, perhaps, the second cutting of 
alfalfa, then again the pasture. 
Thus the irrigation of our crops 
may be carried on from the first of 
May until the first of September, or 
even later. This, you will see, is a 
very much better plan than one in 
which ve must receive all the irri- 
gation water within a few weeks tor 
the irrigation of an enormous graln 
crop 

WHAT TO DO THIS YEAR 

Now, in view of the fact that our 
lands are extremely dry this year, 
we are confident that it would be a 
splendid plan for each farmer ir the 
district to irrigate this fall all his 
grain crops. Get the moisture into 
the ground, then we will be sure of 
sufficient to, not only start, but 
mature our crops. We have a 
striking example at Gleichen this 
year of a crop of fall wheat that was 
thoroughly irrigated before sowing. 
This crop is to-day acres in 
extent and stands tour feet high. 
There is evidently sufficient mois- 
ture in the ground to properly 
mature the crop, and, remember, 
that this whole crop was produced 
with one irrigation last year. We

| How Ostriches Are Plucked. 
When the plucking-time — comes 

round, it is necessary to collar the 

troop of ostriches. This is done by 


sending about half a dozen men into | 


the enclosure on foot, and a couple on 
horse-hack, to bring the stragglers in. 
The birds are driven into a small 
kraal, about forty vards square, and 
in this kraal the plucking-boxes stand 
The birds are then caught, and, as 
quickly as possible, small linen bags 
are slipped over their heads—a process 
which immediately conquers the bird 
for, finding himself in darkness, he 
will stand trembling, and ready to be 
pushed in any direction 

Vith the bags over their heads, the 
birds are pushed into the plucking- 
boxes A man standing outside the 
box at each side gets hold of the 
wing, and clins the feather from it; 


then, walking round to the tail. clips 
the tail-feathers also, until the whole 
troop has passed through the pluck- 


ing-boxes. Six men will pluck 140 
birds in one day.—Cape Argus,

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xviii, 21-26 
Memory Verses, 2I- 22—Golden 
Text, Matt. vi, !4—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stea ns 


Our last two lessons have set before 
us the building of tue church and the 
subsequent sewing up of the kingdom 
during this age and at the close of it 
It is worth remembering that the 
church is said to be bui.ued, never set 
up (Matt. xvi, Is; Eph. ii, 19, 22; 1 
Pet. ii, 5; Gen. ii, 22, margin, with 
Eph. v, 31, 32), whereas the kinedony 
is said to be set up, not builded (Dan) 
ii, 44). If we woula waik Worwy of 
who ath caued us unto His 
kingdom and glory (1 Thess. ii, 12) 
tne two features of today’s lesson, hu- 
mility and forgiveness, should be spe- 
cially manifest in us, remembering the 
sitoe WolUs OF Or aotd s Glscourse On 
the principles of the kingdom, ‘‘Bles- 
sed are the poor in spirit, for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven"’’ (Matt. v, 3), 
and also that the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit is in the sight of God 
of great price (I Pet. ii, 4). 

As we are to have but one lesson in 
this chapter we must consider the 
first portion on humiiity as weil as the 
last on forgiveness. What a trial it 
must have been to our Lord, who had 
so humbled Himself, to see these dis- 
ciples continually thinking and taik- 
ing about who should be greatest in 
dis kingdom even up to the last night 
before He was crucified and to have 
the mother of two of tuem asking for 
special places of honor for her sons 
(verse 1; xx, 20, 21; Luke ix, 46-48; 
xxii, 24), What must He think of the 
same. strife sti'l between denomina- 
tions hnd societies and churches and 
individual believers, whose one aim 
should be to exalt Him, for one pe- 
culiar feature of the kingdom will be 
that the Lord alone shall be exalted 
(Isa. ii, 11-17). A little child is His 
object lesson, first in referene> to en- 
tering the kingdom and then in refer- 
ence to greatness in it (verses 2-4), and 
the thought seems to be that of help- 
lessness, dependence,  teachableness 
and a readiness to come to Him. In 
order to be saved we must come utter- 
ly empty of self righteousness, simply 
pleading guilty. In order to positiom 
in His kingdom we must in conscious 
meekness yield to Him that He may 
work His works in us. It must_ be 
“Not 1, but the grace of God’ (I Cor 
xv, 19). See verse 14 on His unwilling- 
hess that any should perish, and com- 
pare IT Pet. iii, 9 As to the safety of 
little children who die before they 
know right or wrong, I find muen 
comfort in the analogy of Duet. i, 39 
As to the ministry of angels, see verse 
10, with Heb. i, 14.) From verse 20 
learn never to ask the Lord to be pres- 
ent at our gatherings, but always to 
thank Him that He is present, aceord- 
ing to this assurance. The instrue- 
tions of verses 15-19 concerning deal- 
ing with an offending brother seems 
to lead to Peter's question, Lord, how 
oft shall I forgive him. Till seven 
times? (verse 21). 

No doubt Peter thought that he was 
suggesting a wide margin when he 
spoke of forgiving seven times, so 
blind and selfish and earthly were he 
and his fellows in #ll their thoughts 
oust su’ are we also until filled with 
His Spirit. Well might He often say 
to us: “How is it that ye do not un- 
derstand?’ ‘Have I been so long 
time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known Me?” (Matt. xvi, 11; John xiv, 


9) Beenuse His thoughts and we 
are as far above ours as heaven is 
above the earth (Isa. lv, 8. 9), let us 


become so full of His thoughts, by His 
Spirit and His word, that ours shall 
find no plece in us. Our Lor Vs ren'w
